Resolved, That ‘No Union with Slaveholders,’ so 
far as it regards the political government of the coun- 
try, is a poliey the North has noright to adopt toward 
the South, orto threaten; and that it is unjustifiable, 
unfriendly, and highly injurious to the anti-slavery 
movement for abolitionists to urge it, or advocate it. 

Resolved, That if the North has agreed with the 
South to enslave the colored man, that agreement 
she is bound to repent of and forsake, but not any other 
agreement; that, as far as the national compact is to 
sustain slavery, it ought not to be fulfilled, but aban- 
doned ; that the motto should be, ‘No Union’ in 
Slaveholding—not, ‘Vo Union with Slareholders.’ 

Resolved, That all speech should be free and un- 
restrained—that meeting should be free and unregu- 
lated by officers or majorities; and that the press 
should be uncontrolled of all censorship, whether by 


sures to regulate speech or the press, grounded on 
the opinion that individual freedom cannot ¢ safely be 
tolerated,’ are tyrannous in their nature, and subver- 
sive of the anti-slavery movement.

On motion, the entire series of resolutions, report- 
ed by the committee, were then taken up for consid- 
eration, in connexion with those before the meeting 
during the morning session. 

The resolutions were then discussed by R. Hildreth, 
Dr. Grandin, and Mr. Clure. 

The following Pledge was then reported by the 
chairman of the Business Committee : 


Believing that the Government of the United States 
is opposed to the principles of Christianity and civil 
liberty, and that an oath to support it is utterly irrec- 
oncileable with the freedom of the slave ; 

We, the undersigned, hereby pledge ourselves 
never to vote for a candidate for any office, either 
under a United States or a State Government, the 
entrance upon which requires such oath or affirma- 
tion. 

The discussion apon the resolutions was contin- 
ued by Loring Moody, G. W. F. Mellen of Boston, 
Addison Davis of Lynn, Wm. B. Stone of Gardiner,

The first three resolutions submitted to the Con- 
vention were then called up and adopted. The fol- 
lowing resolution was reported : < 

Resolved, That this Convention, while it deems 
the position of the American Anti-Slavery Society, 
under the motto of ‘NO UNION WITH SLAVE- 
HOLDERS, ' to be the only true position for aboli- 
tionists, in Church and State,—still holds it to be 
duty to keep its sternest rebukes for those styling 
themselves abolitionists, whether members of the 
societies with which this Convention is connected, 
or otherwise, who, in utter recreancy to the princi- 
ples which they have professed, give their support to 
the candidates of either of the political parties ; since 
all of them are hostiie to freedom, and the foes of 
the slave.

The above resolution was then discussed in con- 
nection with the pledge, and resolutions intoduced by 
Rogers, by Adin Ballou, of Milford, and Lunsford 
Lane. Parker Pillsbury followed, but was interrupt- 
ed by the opponents of the cause, who persisting in 
their disturbance, after remarks from Wendell Phil- 
lips, the meeting adjourned sine die.

. THE CONVENTION. 
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The labors of the anniversary week have so pros- 
trated us, physically, that we have not been able to 
prepare any remarks on the proceedings of the New- 
England Anti-Slavery Convention, and we are there- 
fore compelled to present those proceedings in the 
barren form in which they are officially reported. In 
other columns, we have grouped together the no- 
tices of the Convention, which have appeared in 
some of the religious and political presses of the city ; 
allowing them to pass this week without any correc- 
tion or animadverson. On the score of interest and 
the attendance of the public, this Convention threw 
every other meeting far into the shade. On the last 
evening, an organized body of genteel rowdies took 





him in‘the name of three millions of bondmen for his 
successful effort in their behalf. 

Resolved, That, while we acknowledge with grat- 
itude in behalf of the cause, ‘the various gifts of gen- 
ius, taste and art which have been laid upon its altar 
since the opening of this Convention, we should do 
that cause injustice, did we not warmly recommend 
for general circulation the beautiful song which has 
been dedicated, through Frederick Douglass, to the 
fugitive slaves of America, by our esteemed fellow- 
laburer, Jesse Hutchinson, Jr. 

Resolved, That this Convention observes the re- 
cent letter of Harriet Martineau to the abolitionists 
of America, with that feeling of high satisfaction 
which the sight of rectitude of conduct and fidelity 
to principle inspires; at the same time, deeply feel- 
ing and gratefully acknowledging the difference be- 
tween a real abolitionists cheering the hearts and 
strengthening the hands of those who lead the van 


possession of the galleries, in defence of the church 
and clergy, and roared and yelled so vehemently, 
and made so many beastly noises, as almost wholly 
to interrupt the regular proceedings of the Conyen- 
tion. Parker Pillsbury succeeded in being heard a 
short time, and made a very calm but cogent speech, 
showing by an appeal to irrefragable facts that, in 
regard to slavery, American Protestantism is worse 
than Mahonttanism or Popery. At this, an Ephe- 
sian uproar broke forth, which continued to the close 
of the session; but which will certainly add more 
converts to our cause, than if no molestation had 
been offered to the meeting. 

On the whole, abolitionists have great cause to re- 
joice over the beneficial results of this meeting ; and 
in nothing are these results more apparent than in 
the consternation which has evidently come over 
every species of pro-slavery, both in Church and 
State. Onward! then, ye true friends of free- 
dom ! } 








‘ARISTOCRACY.’ 

In a recent namber of ‘ The Herald of Freedom,’ 
is an editorial article on this subject, which, for mani- 
fest weakness and ridiculous egotism, surpasses any 
thing of the kind we have seen fora longtime. Be- 
hold how strong is the aversion of its unobtrusive 
and retiring author to aristocracy !— 

‘ Hateful, heartless aristocracy! 1 detest fi above 
all things. | have not the slightest respect for it. 1 
will not treat it courteously even. I will not treat it 
atall. 1 will not have it shout Out of the way with 
it, out of the world.’ 

When you hear a man telling how much he detests 
aristocracy, and how amazingly democratic he is in 
his feelings, you are justified in setting him down as 
an artful demagogue—or as one who would like to 
play the aristocrat, if he could—or as being in a 
morbid state of mind, the victim of disappointed am- 
bition, or governed by envy and spleen. He who is 
divested of all self-seeking, and is of a truly meek 
and humble spirit, never makes any proclamation of 
the fact, nor deals in any flourishes about his freedom 
from aristocratic pride. An honest man does not 
boast of his honesty ; neither does a virtuous woman 
think it necessary to assure the public that she is not 
a strumpet. Abolitionists only need to hear a stran- 
ger on the anti-slavery platform vehemently declar- 
ing how great is his abhorrence of slavery, and pro- 
testing against being thought in favor of the system, 
in order to ‘ read him like an open book,’ and to be 
satisfied that he is pro-slavery to the core ; because 
a genuine abolitionist never thinks of attempting to 
convince his hearers that he is not on the side of the 


tyrant. 
But, now for a very choice extract from the article 
already referred to :-— : . 


‘ My father was a gentleman, as they call it—and 
a scholar. -A geod 1 of a scholar. And he was 
educated. And was of Harvard college,—not poor 
New-Hampshire Dartmouth,—Harvard College of 
Massachusetts. And he was of the learned profes- 
sions. And his father was a learned divine, and his 

randfather—and great-grandfather—and [ dont know 
ow far back. One of them, not far back, was Presi- 
dent of Harvard College—and back further yet one 
of them was burntat the stake. I am. well descend- 
ed enough, far's 1 know; but, somehow, it never 
made me despise anybody. 1 never could help seeing 
equal-humanity in every living creature, however 
rand forlorn. And my father did, before me.— 
Pichass if he had been an aristocrat, I should have 
been one. But he had too much sense—too much 
real character and manhood. Jam half inclined to 
think, [have. That is—I have not a vein or an iota 
ef uppish blood in me—and it must be owing to some- 
thing.’ 

This is extremely ‘rich '—that is, in vanity, cant 
and folly. The vanity is seen in the geneological 
flourish—t My father was a gentleman, and a scholar, 
and he was educated, and was of Harvard college,— 
not poor New-Hampshire Dartmouth,—and he was 
of the learned professions '—&c. &c. This is quite 
equal to the boast of the renowned Dogberry—‘ I am 
a wise fellow ; and, which is more, an officer; and, 
which 1s more, a householder; and, which is more, 
as pretty a piece of flesh as any is in Messina; and 
one that knows the law, go to; anda rich fellow 
enough, go to ; and a fellow that hath had losses ; and 
one that hath two gowns, and every thing handsome 
about him.’ Immense vanity is also revealed in the 
sentence—‘{ am well descended enough, far’s | know’ 
—a sentence following a special parade of ancestral 
descent considerably above the plebeian order. Why 
allude to this descent at all, if there be nothing in it, 
(and assuredly there is not,) except for the purpose 
of making something out of nothing, by which to 
demonstrate how condescending is the writer not to 
be an aristocrat! Here is cant—‘* Somehow, it never 
made me despise anybody '—‘I am half inclined to 
think I have too much sense, and too much real char- 
acter and manhood, to be an aristocrat! ’—‘ I haven't 
a vein or an iota of uppish bloodinme’!! Now, this 
is teo gross: it is done bungingly as well as foolish- 
ly. Think of Peter, or Paul, or Clarkson, or Howard, 
—or of any other truly great yet humble man,—an- 
nouncing to the world, ‘1 haven't a vein or an iota 
of wppish blood in me-—and it must be owing to some- 
thing’! Notone of them was capable of such degre- 
dation. 

* Above all places,’ says the same writer, ‘ anti-sla- 
very is the last place where it ought to be caught.’ 
Yes, and the last place where it will be caught, while 
our cause continues to be assailed by all that is proud 
and oppressive in the land. ‘ Let it keep out of the 
anti-slavery ranks. If it has strayed in there, it had 
better be out again.’ A very sagacious piece of ad- 
vice! Thus far, at least, anti-slavery has beena fiery 
ordeal to try the spirits of those who have professed 
to be its friends and champions, and the result in 
very many instances has been a very melancholy one ; 
but in no instance more melancholy than in the case 
of the editor of ‘The Herald,’ who (if not laboring 
under the monomania) is now attempting to play the 
demagogue, and to secure in his behalf the ‘sweet 
voices ’ of the really low and vulgar, by affirming that 
he has not ‘a vein or an iota of uppish blood * in him, 
notwithstanding his father was ‘a gentleman and a 
scholar,’ and his great-grandfather was President of 
Harvard college,‘ not of poor New-Hampshire Dart- 
mouth’ !! 





A BAD ALLY.

LETTER FROM HAYTI. 

The writer of the following letter was a delegate 
from Haiti to the ‘ World's Convention’ in London, 
on which occasion it was our privilege to be favored 
With his acquaintance. He is an accomplished and 
highly intelligent gentleman, and widely known and 
much respected throughout the Haitian republic.— 
We shall hope to receive other epistolary favors from 
him hereafter. 

Port Rervustican, 3d of May, 1845. 
Dear Sim: 

I know not whether [ must excuse myself for not 
having written to you since my return from London 
to my own country. Very likely you have forgotten 
the Haitian brother first introduced to you in London 
through the kind interference of our common friend 
and fellow-laborer, C. L. Remond; but I myself 
have always with pl I bered Mr. Wm. L. 
Garrison, the first man who, in the United States, 
dared to advocate, at his own risk and expense, the 
cause of immediate freedom, in a newspaper regular- 
ly published for that purpose. I, Sir, aceuse my- 
self of procrastinating ; and I freely acknowledge 
my guilt for not having asked leave to open a corres- 
pondence which would be of the greatest advantage 
tome and to my country. Why, Sir, while al! kinds 
of scoundrels are united together to plunder the 
world ; while the murderers, the slaveholders, are 
keeping alive full correspondence to maintain their 
infamous traffic in human blood and flesh ; is it good 
that men of principles, advocates of freedom, sons of 
free countries, should keep themselves aloof? No; 
we must unite, to attack and conquer the monster 
which destroys in America and some parts of the 
West Indies the happiness of the whole race. Let us 
therefore prove that there is no color, no difference 
of languages between men who serve in the same 
cause ; Let us prove to our enemies, that wherever 
the cause of liberty is to be advocated, soldiers are 
never wanted. 

You have, very likely, heard of the death of our 
President, General Guerrier. That sorrowful event 
took place on the 15th of the last month, at 4 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Never, since President Petion, 
chief has been more regretted than this good man. 
On him we founded the hope of the regeneration of 
our country. Under his government peace and tran- 
quillity began to reappear. He was of a soft temper, 
modest as well as valiant. He had served under the 
king of Haiti, and he knew how to preserve his cha- 
racter, to make himself respected, for he began to 
be respectable. Called at the head of the first magis- 
trature of this country on the 3d of May, 1844, while 
Haiti was on the verge of destruction, he could repair 
the evils of the former government, tranquillize the 
minds of his fellow-citizens ; and he died without hay- 
ing had recourse to that frightful means of govern- 
ing men, called ‘capital punishment.’ He has not 
spilt the blood of anybody. As soon as the painful 
tidings of his death reached Port Republican, the 
Counsel of Haiti, and the Secretaries of State, met, 
and, in less than an hour, General Pierrot was elected 
President of Haiti. A deputation of these Counsellors 
of State was despatched to him, to bring him the 
act of his election. He was then at Cape, and he 
came to St. Mare but on Saturday last, to assist at 
the funeral of his predecessor and friend. He is still 
here. Three Secretaries of State have joined him, 
and though the capital is by circumstances without 
chief, and we may say without government, the peo- 
ple are however quiet, peace and good order contin- 
ue to prevail, and foreigners who would land here at 
this present hour, would not be able to imagine that 
the country is in a state of interregue. We hope, in 
fine, that every thing will go on satisfactorily, and 
I may convey to you the news of this country, if you 
think it be of any interest to you. 

I made acquaintance in London, in 1843, of a Rev. 
Mr. Pennington. If, Sir, you have any opportunity 
to see him, be so kind as to remember me to him, as 
well asto friend Remond. I have heard lately from 
Richard Allen.

Dear Frienps: 
The Annual Fair of the Providence Ladies’ Anti-

itive, as he is hurled back to bondage by Slavery’s 
orthern ‘hell dogs’—all these, and more, proclaim 
to us that inaction is treason, and silence, erime. 

Come and help us. Help us expel from the world 
a monster spirit that gluts upon the liberties and lives 
of God's free men. Be not penurious—‘ As ye would 
that others should do to you, do you even so to them.’ 
Your own bodies are imprisoned—the fetters are on 
your limbs—the iron in your soul—inasmuch as this 
is your brother's fate. 

Give us of your substance—no matter of what 
name, kind or nature it may be—every thing—any 
thing will be valuable. Almost every person has 
something that may be devoted tothis purpose. Will 
you not hunt itup? Do it for humanity's sake—for 
God's sake—for your own sake.
